Would Help Farmers 


Wm. E. Curtis, the Chicago Record s 
Washington 
correspondent, 
in 
his 
Monday letter, says: 
Secretary Wilson says it is the postal 
sav ings system that has made the peas­ 
ant class of France. Germany, Austria, 
Belgium and tho Scandinav ian coun­ 
tries so prosperous. 
It was the postal 
sav ings bank system tha t enabled the 
nativ es of those countries to sav e money 
to pay their passage to the United 
States, and they feel the lack of it 
here. They hav e a faith in the gov ern­ 
ment which they ean nev er acquire in 
priv ate institutions, ov en if there were 
sav ings bank s av ailable for them. 
T he eastern and southern part of 
Iowa the secreta-y considers the most 
prosperous agricultural country in the 
world. 
Div ersified farming, scientific 
dairying, the improv ement of stock and 
the multiplication of conv eniences for 
sav ing labor hav e made the people of 
tha t locality rich, but there are v ery 
few opportunities for the inv estment 
of their sav ings, and if they hud the 
priv ilege of depositing their money 
with the gov ernment they would utilize 
it to an extent that would surprise peo­ 
ple. 
The recent report of the comp­ 
troller of the currency shows tha t the 
sav ings bank s of tho UniteJ States are 
mostly confined to the northeastern 
section of the country. 
Nearly 80 per 
cent of the number of bank s 
and 
amount of deposits is represented by 
New York and New England. 
In the 
western states, for reasons tha t are 
well understood, they are few aDd far 
between, and Secretary Wilson think s 
the gov ernment should supply this v ery 
important defect in our national econ­ 
omy.

They get up seeches fur senator- 
and representativ es, and they ore doing 
well at it. In some cases they only collate 
the information. 
In others they are ask ed 
to gather the facts together and then to 
prepare u speech of giv en length. 
They 
are experts at the business. 
They k now 
just where to turn to get the latest and 
best information. They k now how to put 
all this in logical order. 
It mak es no dif­ 
ference to them which » ide their client is 
on or what the question is. 
They are al­ 
ways ready to fill orders on short notice. 
The feo they leav e to the senator 
or repre­ 
sentativ e himself. 
He may giv e what he 
lik es, and as a rule the customer 
passes 
ov er a cheek for a larger amount than 
tho 
young men 
would dare a.-U for. The same 
bureau also attends to pension 
cases and 
other 
departmental work for the states­ 
men. It undertakes to attend to their cor­ 
respondence and to run all sorts of errands. 
Inasmuch as the av erage member of con­ 
gress is not much more than an errand 
boy for ids constituents, the serv ices oí 
tins bureau are often eagerly sought.

Both the statesmen and the editors ap­ 
pear to be a little shy of this ingenious 
plan to make money for the cute promoter.

Farmers Welcome the Electric Road 
Through Centerville. 


There seems to be a strange apathy 
at this end of the proposed route, 
among those who should be most inter 
ested in the Rock R iver Electric R a il­ 
way from Rockford to Dixon, and un 
less this is in some way overcome very 
soon, it is by no means certain but that 
the lower line of the road may be di 
verted in another direction. 
North of 
Oregon the people are alive to the ben­ 
efits of the road and are doing all in 
their power to secure its early comple­ 
tion. 
The Rockford Register-Gazette 
say?: 
“ A vvell-aLtended meeting of farmers 
living between Rockford aud the Dells 
on the proposed route of the Rock R iv ­ 
er Electric road, was held at the Cen- 
tervillo school house Friday evening. 
It was in the nature of a conference 
between President E. M. 
Hopkins, of 
the company which is preparing to 
build the road, and the laud owners 
who are most immediately benefitted 
by having such a shipping route at 
their very door. 
The meeting was of 
an informal character. 
Mr. Hopkins 
went fomewhat iuto detail in stating 
the plans of tne company, with regard 
to the facilities and the business which 
would be of mutual advantage for the 
convenience and traffic of those along 
the line.

T J. M cN ally, a cab driver w ith a 
prnfion at the northeast corner of Dear­ 
born and Monroe streets, is one of the 
survivors of that regiment of British 
soldiers who went to the relief of Lu ck­ 
now. He is a hardy, rugged, stout built 
man. w ith a medal of lr ao” on his 
breast, and a memory of ten rears’ serv­ 
ice m the army of Great Britain. 
The 
command w ith which he served in In ­ 
dia was composed in part of that iif io 
band of heroes leit from the famous 
fight at Balaklava— that immemorial 
“ Charge of the Lig ht Brigade. ” And 
he shared w ith them the splendid hon­ 
or of rescuing from beleaguered Lu ck ­ 
now the English women and children, 
and the English officers and men as 
well, who had fought for more than life 
against the savagery of a sepoy rebel­ 
lion. 
“ I was born in Scotland, hut of Irish 
parents,” said Mr. M cN ally, chatting 
of the rough service and the men he hud 
marched w ith and fought under in those 
days, which resembled so closely the 
perilous phases of England’s situation 
in India today. 
“ I was*btyn at B a rr­ 
head, and .Ian. 28, 1856 
I enlisted at 
Lanark in the Ninety second or Gordon 
high landers, and after some months of 
drill and garrison duty volunteered Feb. 
28, 1857, to (he Ninety-third or Suth­ 
erland highlanders, who were stationed 
at Dover Heights. There was continual 
talk of their going out to the China 
war, aud I wanted the adventure and 
the experience of real soldiering. 
‘‘It was Dover castle those days, for 
the castle still stood there. 
It was one 
of England’s defenses ami had been for 
centuries. 
1 urn told the castle is all 
ruined and gone now. 
“ W e embarked at Spit head .fnno 15, 
1857, for the China war and sailed 
away down the west coast of Africa 
After we were out at sea we spoke a 
vessel from the rape and heard of the 
Indian mutiny, but of course our duty 
was to go on to China, where we had 
been ordered. 
It 
was 
pretty 
haul 
lines for us. 
W e wanted to get up 
into India, 
where they 
needed 
us, 
and at cape of Hood Hope a 
lighter 
vessel from England overtook us and 
countermanded our orders. 
W e were 
sent from there with ull haste to C al­ 
cutta and landed Sept. 80, 1857. Think 
of that! 
More than three mouths get­ 
ting to the m utiny! 
‘‘There were no railroads, and we 
started right out and m a r c h e d up coun­ 
try as far as Caw’itpur, 68 (1 miles. 
It 
was a hard, hard march, hut we made 
as good time us British soldiers ever did 
anywhere. 
At <ktwnpur we were joined 
by Genera 1 Hope Grant and Sir Colin 
Campbell, who had lawn waiting for re 
enforcements uo they could hurry on 
Lucknow. 
‘‘Then we went on and reached the 
besieged city Nov. 18, 18 57— over 100 
miles in less than 50 days. W e had but 
4.000 men even then, ami there were 


60.0 00 native soldiers, armed as we 
were armed, for they had been part of 
the British army, but they were not 
commanded so well, and they did not 
have so much to light for. 
“ It. was quick work— all with the 
bayonet. 
They 
could not stand th« 
rushes. 
W o forced our w ay to the cit­ 
adel. and the third day we took out the 
women and children and what was left 
of the garrison. Then we retired in the 
night. 
They could not realize we hud 
done so much, and they could wot be­ 
lieve w« would withdraw, but we were 
not strong enough to hold the place 
and selected a position of our own at. 
Alumbaugh, three miles away. 
If they 
had known we were going to slip away 
they could have massed their forces, 
leaving the city uncovered, and hemmed 
ns in, but we were away aud ready for 
them before they knew it. 
‘‘There Havelock died of dysentery 
three days after the relief. 
He would 
have been dead a week before we came, 
but he didn’t dare to die 
He had to de­ 
fend those women and children. 
“ I was wounded at 
the Lucknow 
fight, but it did not amount to much. I 
staid on duty all the time. 
The bullet 
xvas extracted and I got along. 
No, 
there is no pension. 
You get a pension 
after 21 years' service in the British 
army, or after being positively disabled. 


1 was onl} 
ten years in the service. 
After that I came to \merica— to C h i­ 
cago. 1 have had money and am getting 
on all right yet. 
Modal? Yes, I wear 
the medal. 
That regiment is the only 
one that w ears its medal on its colors. 
That is because it fought at Balaklava 
and at Lucknow too. 
Many a time the 
other fellows told me of the tight with 
the Russians, but 
1 did not see it. 
I 
was not in the command at the tim e.” 
The Indian iusunvetiou broke out on 
the night of M ay 60, 1857. 
S ir Henry 
Lawrence had fortified the residency and 
garrisoned it w ith 750 British troops, 
duly 1 the place was besiegtxi 
Ju ly 4 
isir Henry died from a wound. 
Three 
times th« gallant little army beat back 
the assaults of the multitudinous ene­ 
my. Ju ly 22 Havelock captured \lum 
baugh, and four days later reached the 
residency. But he, with the others, \\ai 
at once penned up then1. 
Then came 
Colin Campbell's long waited, almost 
unhoped for relief, and the little garri­ 
son aud eon ny were savc*d — Chicago 
Post.

AN A F R I C A N P O I S O N S T O R Y . 


Strange 
Phenomenon 
Witnessed 
In 
the 
. Sortle ast of the Dark Continent. 
Charles M. Stern of Chicago, who re- 
turned to this city after a 
journey 
through northeast Africa, told of a curi­ 
ous meteorological phenomenon which 
he observed in a district called Gwallah. 
“ The vegetation in that region is very 
luxuriant,” said lie ,‘‘and the plant life 
must give off an unusually large quan­ 
tity of carbonic acid gas. 
At least that 
was the conclusion 1 reached after see­ 
ing three natives die and four or five 
dogs. 
“ The moment the animals put their 
noses close to the ground they would 
fall over and gasp and die in about five 
minutes. The natives who died slept on 
the ground instead of in hammocks, as 
others did. 
I saw hundreds of dead 
birds. 
M y theory is that a stratum of 
the deadly gas covered the ground for a 
depth of three or four inches, and any 
living tiling breathing in that 
area 
would he asphyxiated. 


“ 1 could not understand, however, 
how the gas was not distributed in a

A visit to a plate glass works reveals 
nothing perhaps more interesting than 
the casting tables on which the heavy 
plate glass used in most store window’s 
is cast. 
“ The casting tables. ” said the 
superintendent of a large factory, ‘are 
the most important pieces of apparatus 
iu thi< establishment. 
“ Each table is about 20 feet long, 15 
feet wide and from 7 to 8 inches thick. 
The heavy strips of iron 011 either side 
of the tables afford a bearing for the 
rollers and determine the thickness or 
diameter of the glass to be iast. 
“ The rough plate is commonly nine- 
sixteenths of an inch thick, but after 
polishing it is reduced to six or seven 
sixteenths. A ll casting tables are mount­ 
ed 011 wheels w’hieh run 011 a track made 
to reach every furnace and annealing 
oven in the factory. 
The table having 
been wheeled as near as possible to the 
melting furnace, a pot of molten glass 
is lifted by means of a crane and its 
contents poured quickly 011 the table. 
“ A heavy iron roller then passes from 
end to end, spreading the glass to a uni­ 
form thickness. 
This rolling operation 
has to be done by expert hands quickly, 
as the boiling glass, when it comes in 
contact w ith the cold metal of the table, 
cools very rapidly 
When the rolling 
process has been completed, ‘ he door of 
the annealing oven is opened and the 
plate of glass is introduced. 
“ The floor of the annealing oven is on 
the same level a the wheels if the cast­ 
ing table, so that the transfer can lit« 
made by rail quickly 
W hen the glas^* 
is ready to be taken >ut of the oven, U s 
surface is very rough 
In this condition 
it is used for skylights and other pur­ 
poses where strength is desired rather 
than transparency, but vvh<*n intended 
tor windows it is ground, smoothed and 
polished and is then ready for the mar­ 
ket.” — Boston Globe.
